ex-secretary of state and who for 40 
years 
had 
occupied 
a 
prominent 


place in the legislative and adminis- 
trative branches of public affairs, died 
here at 6.45 o'clock this morning from 
brain, exhaustion, 


Death came peacefully after 36 hours 


of complete unconsciousntess. 


The family was at the bedside all the 


time. 


Brief services will be held here Tues- 


day, and the body taken to Mansfield 
Ohi'o. 


The remains will lie In state in the 


Episcopal church there and the funeral 
services will be held there Thursday. 


The news of Mr. Sherman's 
death 


was carried to the white house early 
this morning by his secretary. 


Flags on the public buildings were 


ordered half mast immediately. 


The president, as a mark of special 


honor to the deceased, has resorted to 
the unusual c'ourse of personally pre- 


paring an expression of the nation's 
grief in the shape of a proclamation 
descriptive of the personal qualities 
and great abilities of Mr. Sherman. 


A message has beenl framed to be 


transmitted to all American amabssa- 
dors, ministers, etc., abroad notifying 
them of the demise. 


The departments will be closed to 


business during the funeral here. 


All public men unite in high praise of 


Mr. Sherman and express 
deep re- 


grets. 


The president and Mrs. McKinley 


called at the Sherman residence this 
morninlg to offer condolences to 
the 


family. 


They will attend the funeral services 


at Mansfield, Ohio, as the president 
leaves for Canton tomorrow, 


The president this afternoon issued a 


UrifclarnfttAMi to tlie people of the 
United States announcing the death of 
Mr. Sherman, extolling his character, 
ability and statesmanship. 


London, Oct. 22—The news of the 


death of ex-Secretary John Sherman 
reached here too late for comment in 


ost of the afternoon newspapers. 
.9 Pail Mall Gazette 
thinks that 


""while the result of his secretaryship 
in President 
McKinley,'s administra- 


tion showed Mr. Sherman to have out- 
lived his usefulness, his services to the 
countVy for the preceding 40 years were 
great and will be remembered 'with 
gratitude." 


Mr. Sherman was an Ohlolan, born 


In 1823, and was a brother of Central 
"W. T. Sherman. He was admitted to 
the bar ini 1844 and was elected a, mem- 
ber of the 34th, 35th, 36th and 
37th 


congresses. He was appointed secretary 
of the treasury under Hayes and super- 
intended the resumption of specie pay- 
ments after 17 years suspension, Mr. 
Sherman was a candidate for the presi- 
dency 1n 1880 inl the Chicago conven- 
tion. His nomination being Impossible 
because of Grant's strength a com- 
promise was made between the Sher- 
man and Blalne forces riomlnatinlg Gar- 
field. He resumed his seat in the sen- 
ate, in 18S1 and In 1888 was a leading 
candidate for the presidency. This 
time he was defeated by a transference 
of the Blainte vote to Harrison, He was 
re-elected to the senate in 1S93. During 
the present administration Mr. Sher- 
man resigned his senate seat to be- 
come secretary of state. Failing powers 
soon afterward forced him into retire- 
ment. Mr. Sherman's public services 
are bound up inl the financial history 
and legislation of the country. 
The 


most recent act with which his name 
was associated was the Sherman" silver 
purchasing bill, now repealed.

Made by Patients in New York Hospital for 


Criminal Insane, Sudden and Furi- 


ous Attack Upon Keepers 


Poughkeepsle, N. Y., Oct. IS.—Six or 


•Ight keejers were assaulted and over- 
powered by about 20 insane patients in 
A revolt at the Mattewan state hospital 
lor the criminal insane. Some of the pa- 
tients escaped and seven are stUl at 
largo. 
One or two of the keepers are 


badly bruised, as a rasult of the as- 
sault. 


After the patients had baen given their 


usual Sunday night supper they were 
taken back to their apartmtnts In com- 
pany with the keepers. 
Among the 


number were 15 er 2.0 who fclept in one of 
the large corridors, this being necessary 
en account of the cramped condition at 
the Institution. 
In this hall with tha 


patients were six or eight keepers, who 
•at In their chairs watching the inmates 
as they walked up and down the hall in 
• reatlese manner. 
There were no sus- 


picious movements or, the part of the 
patients to indicate that they had been 
planning a revolt of any kind. 


Suddenly each keeper was attacked 


Simultaneously by two or three natients 
and heavy blows fell on the heads of the 
surprised attendants. 
There did not 


seem to be any laad«r of tha revolt, and 
while the patients were assaulting the 
keepers they wou^d gaze at each other oc- 
casionally, as if waiting for the word to 
make the break for liberty. 


The keys held by the keepers were soon 


taken from them and a rush was then 
made for the door leading from the hall 
Into the dining room. 
As the patients 


rushed through the dining room, each 
one picked from the table a heavy plate 
or cup or bowl, to ua« as a weapon in case 
they were overtaken by the keepers. 


Prom the dining p»om they went 


through two adjoining rooms, the doors 
of which were unlocked, and then Into 
the long hall leading to the rear en- 
trance. 
The keys were well known to 


them, and the rear door was unlocked and 
the mob rushed out of the narrow door, 
fighting with each other as they went, 
«ach wanting to be in the lead, and to 
reach the outer gate first. When tha 
eats was thrown open they rushed out 
of the yard, fairly tumbling over each 
other in their anxiety to be free again. 
The keeper^, recovering from their sur- 
prise, pursued the patients, and captured 
all but seven of them before they had 
gone far outside the gates.

parties are after the patients that es- 
caped.

wain Boardman, they were all drunk. 
They tried to break into the barroom of 
the boat, but were met by the boat's 
officers, who, with loaded revolvers, held 
the negroes at bay, and drove them to 
the main deck.

In the Congressional library, on the

In the 
Boston library John Sargeant, the 
great painter, for a centerpiece to a 
procession of the prophets painted 
Moses with full front view and horns 
like a Texas steer, and infolding him is 
a queer conventional kind of drapery 
that looks like eagles' wings. 


In striking and pleasing contrast to 


these horned conceptions which the 
ancients have Imposed upon us and 
which we still accept is a copy of a 
splendid Moses by Plockhorst repre- I 
eenting the archangel Michael strug- 
gling with Satan for the dead body of 
Moses, which is upborne by three little 
angels. The Moses has Instead of horna 
upon his grandly conceived head rays 
of light which seem to mellow and 
soften the stern face of the dead law- 
giver. 
Plockhorst has painted real 


child angels, too, not fat little kids 
with legs and arms like prizefighters 
and bodies like beer tants. This helio- 
tint, which is in the library of con- 
gress, is a present from the royal gal- 
lery in Berlin. 


Nicolas Poussin painted some 20 pic- 


tures of Moses from a pudgy little ba- 
by in the bulrush basket to Moses "on 
gray Bethpeor's height," some of them 
with horns and some of them without 
Five of these pictures are of the baby 
In the water and just out of It, and the 
heads" are as varied as those of Colum- 
bus on the exposition postage stamps. 
Some of them look like advertisements 
for hair restoratives and others as 
though wigs would enhance the ap- 
pearance of the baldheaded bablea 
whose painted faces look as many 
years old as the baby Moses had lived 
minutes when found by Thermutls. 
Another by this author has horns that 
extend out from the sides of the head 
like the ears of a mule and represents 
Moses as striking the rock In the wll- 
ilerness. This is a very funny picture, 
anyway, for the camels have heads 
like horses, nnd the horses look like al- 
most anything that stands on four legs 
excepting horses. 


This curious idea ef a horned Moses 


has not only been perpetuated by 
paintings, coins and statues, but boa al- 
so passed muster with many writers of 
acknowledged fame. 
Qrotius, "for In- 


stance, Identifies Moses with the horn- 
ed Mnevls of Egypt and suggests that 
the puoiiomeuuu waa luleudeu to re- 
mind tfce Israelites of the golden calf. 
Spanhelm, however, stigmatizes the ef- 
forts of art In this direction as "prepos- 
terous Industry" and distinctly attrib- 
utes to Jerome a veritable belief in the 
horns of Moses. Crude as is the mis- 
translation not one person In ten, as 
the schoolteachers and pupils found 
out, have any idea why It Is that art- 
ist-* and sculptors 'still depict Moses 
wHft horns.—Washington Star.

Now that the season for hunting 


iHooue has begun In Maine the follow- 
ing account of how a noted sportsman 
killed a remarkably larga moose Is at 
timely Interest. 


Dr. Heber Bishop of Boston has cap- 


tured another monstrous moose to add 
to bis already famous collection of 
game heads taken in the forests oi 
Maine and the British provinces. Hts 
"kill" of last year was sent to the Paris 
exposition as a specimen of American 
game, and the antlers of the bull mooee 
he has just slain in New Brunswick 
are not greatly Inferior to those exhib- 
ited across tbe water, says the Boston 
Herald. From a letter sent to a friend 
the following story of the hunt is 
taken: 


The scene of the tragedy Is laid ou 


Canaan river and lake stream In New 
Brunswick, where, accompanied by 
several skillful Indian guides and ex- 
pert moose callers, Dr. Bishop arrived 
on the 13ih of September, pitching a 
camp on the first lake. The Millicete 
Indians began calling moose with their 
birch bark horns on the 17th and lured 
between 15 and 20 bulls up to within 
easy range before Dr. Bishop saw one 
that satisfied him. Twenty-six bulls 
•were seen during the trip, several of 
them as near as 25 yards. Sometimes 
It was necessary to draw back in the 
canoe away from the moose, who ap- 
proached so fearlessly that there was 
danger of a mix up. 


"Saturday evening, the 22d," as Dr. 


Bishop tells the story, "& bull was 
heard approaching In answer to the 
call?, whose deep toned challenge and 
hoarse grunts proved his large size and 
lioWness. 
He was no less than two 


miles away when his answer to the 
horn was first heard, and he came 
steadily down toward the canoe till 
about 100 yards away. 


"CHir birch was lying near the outlet 


of tbe lake. A little wind was stirring, 
and, as luck decreed it, three cow 
moose were feeding within 500 yards 
of us, tearing up the lily pads with con- 
siderable noise and splashing In the 
shallow water. 
They soon attracted 


the attention of the big bull, and he 
stopped to pay his addresses to them, 
leaving us in the lurch, to the great dis- 
gust of the Indians. 


"Jim applied himself to the horn 


with'renewed earnestness, and occa- 
sionally a low, whining coax from that 
instrument, a very plaintive o-o-o-wah, 
would brine an answer from his majes- 
ty a sjrail. de«p toned w-e-o-f. and the 
bull would £l.".rt iov, ard us. but the 
nearness of the cov>s made him vacil- 
late. Jiia tessed him •with his tones 
from the horn till long after dark, em- 
ploying every method known to his 
philosophy of moose calling, but with- 
out success. 


"At last, about 11 o'clock, JJm sud- 


denly announced: 'Bull no come to us. 
We go down to him.' He was about 
600 yards away from us, and It was so 
dark we could see none of the animals, 
but could easily hear the grunts of the 
bull. I had two rifles in the bow of the 
canoe beside me, one a 45.70, with five 
cartridges in the rnagajrine, the other 
with only two shells in it. 


"Paddling In perfect silence, 
the 


guide brought the birch canoe up so 
near I could see the dark outlines of 
the bull, who did not move till we were 
within 30 to 40 feet of him. He had 
seen us coming, but refused to show 
the white feather in the presence of 
the cows. After what seemed a long 
wait Jim told me to shoot, and I sent 
In my first bullet, which hit him In the 
neck, but did not bring him down or 
Eeem to 'jar' him. As we expected, he 
promptly returned our compliment by 
viciously charging on the canoe. Jim 
retreated rapidly, backing the canoe 
Into deeper water, while I put in an- 
other shot, breaking a hind leg, but the 
bull boldly continued his advance. 


"The cows now splashed out of the 


water and thrashed away through the 
woods. My next shot perforated one 
of the moose's ears. It was impossible 
owing to the darkness to see the sights 
on the rifle, and aim had to be taken by 
the direction, but another shot chanced 
to be so placed as to bit him hard, and 
he turned back for the shore. .Tim then 
charged in his turn, and as the bull be- 
gan to r'se from the water, getting his 
feet upon the bottom in the shallow 
water near the shore, I fired the re- 
maining cartridges I had in the rifles, 
eeven in all. The old fellow lacked 
strength to climb out of the water and 
fell down where it was about three 
feet deep, heading toward us at the 
same time, his big eyes glaring like 
two balls of flre. 


"His weight was too much for us to 


handle, so. going back to camp, we se- 
cured re-enforcements among the otber 
Indians and soon after daylight drag- 
ged the shaggy carcass/ out upon tbe 
chore. Then I found that five of my 
seven shots had taken effect. He was 
a very large bull, standing 7 feet 2 
Inches hltfh at the shoulder. Tbe spread 
bptween th(.vtips of his antlers was 57 
lncV,r,n o,,,l 'V,.,.

HTke Mature Tree Yleldn About 


PoaudB of Ditrlc Yearly. 


The genuine plantations, or qninales, 


as they are called, nre usually found on 
rough and broken mountain sides and at 
altitudes of 3.000 or 4,000 feet above the 
EPS. The trees will grow at a height of 
6.000 feet, but they flourish best at an 
elevation of about 4,000 feet, for they re- 
quire a great ileiil of gun, rain and wind 
to reach perfection. 


Most of the jcvovss have been raised 


from the seed, which is gathered in the 
early summer months and planted in hot- 
houses. 
Whpn the plants are about sis 


inches high, they nre transplanted upon 
hillsides whi.V.l have been cleared of un- 
dorbrush and plowed np beforehand, so 
that the young loots can secure the bene- 
fit of nil the moisture and plant food in 
the soil and' the heat of the sun. Far 
•belter they are partially covered with 
twigs, straw or other light stuff, which 
also serves to keep the moisture and heat 
In the ground. After two years this shel- 
ter is rnked off, the plants are carefully 
inspected, nnd those vrhieh are not prom- 
ising are replaced by new onas. 
The 


ground around them is kept clear of 
weeds, and the young trees are carefully 
trimme4 twice a y.tar. 
In five or six 


years the treo ••rill have reached the 
height of 12 or 14 fee.t, and its trunk wiH 
be straight and slender. It resembles the 
oranse tree in size and shape aud the pe- 
culiar gloss of its leaves. 


Two or throe times a year three or four 


strips cf bnrk about two inches -nide aud 
Troiu ttvo to *ipht feet long are cut from 
the trunk and thrown upon a paved yard 
to dry, where, as the moisture evapo- 
rates, they ourl up like cinnamon. With- 
iu a yenr or ^o nature replaces the bark 
that has thus brc>n stripped off, and the 
tree is stripped a;;am ic other places. Af 
it grows older sr.inller strips can be 
taken from the stiouger branches, aod'a 
mature tree will produce an annual aver- 
age o1! about four pounds of bark. 


The bark dries in a few days'and is 


packed for shipment in rawhide bales. 
Most of it is shipped from Arica and 
Mollendo.—Lucre (.Bolivia) Letter to Chi- 
cago Record.

There Are Many Intiuence* "Wlitch 
Affect the RviuM—Opluloni of »u 


I Eminent phyntclau. 


L A pathetic *tory wan attributed recent- 
ly to a 3-year-old child in this city, who 
•wua represented as saying that it had 
goue nearly a tvcuk without eating. At 
the time of its discovery the youirgster 
was reported to be on the Terge of star- 
vation, though still alive. Whether cred- 
ible or not, the tale naturally raises the 
question as to how lomg a person can live 
without food. 


To the niobt casual observer it must be 


obvious thnt no inflexible rule prevails in 
such matters. Some people can go much 
longer than others without eating. There 
are certain elements of vigor, of reserve 
vitality, tLnt would carry one person 
through nn ordeal whk-h another could 
not survive. Again, the conditions of the 
ttv.t may vary so widely that the same in- 
dhid'.ial vroultl withstand .one combina- 
tion of cireuuihtancei and succumb to an- 
other. It SOCK without saying that an in- 
valid wouKl not show the powers of en- 
durance which are to be cxpecteil from a 
thoroughly well person, yet there are as- 
tonishing differences among invalids, as 
indeed among those who would be pro- 
nounced in good health by a physician. 


Ja his well known work, "Practical 


Dietetics," Dr. W. Gilinan Thompson 
points out that a starving man can hold 
out better it he refrains from exercise 
thau if he engages in physical labor, 
which would consume some of his tissue. 
Self t'orgetfulaess, too, tends to prolong 
life in time of famine. One who is well 
nourished can endure much more than a 
person who is already half 
starved. 


Thus arctic explorers, after having be»n 
kept on bay rations for an extended pe- 
riod, wo:;ld apparently not have as good 
a chance of survival as if they had beec 
well fed up to the time of the complete 
suspension of supplies. They might be 
more fortunate, however, than a ship- 
wrecked mariner, who, in addition to the 
mental depression caused by his misfor- 
tune, was compel lod to sui'tuin drafts 
upon his store of physical enr-igy through 
the inclemency of the v/feather. More- 
over, a fat person may coraplain H.ore 
bitterly than his emaciated comrade, but 
he would live longer under the same pri- 
vations. 
In "Practical Dietetics'' Dr. 


Thompson says: 


"Chossat's experiments vfllb starving 


animals proved that w'nile they lost 40 
pet cent of body weight the loss of fat 
clone reached 90 per ct-nt, being fe'reatly 
in excess of nay other substunca. Ansel- 
raier fee! starved dogs on tuoir. own blood 
aud succeeded in thuj prolonging tUeir 
lives three or four day? beyond tbe usual 
limit, aud life lasted unxil 60 instead of 
40 per cent of their body weight had 
bean lost. 


"When food is wholly withheld (from 


human subjects), life cannot be prolong- 
ed beyond from six to ten days in the 
majority of instances. During the win- 
ter of 18TG-7 an accident occurred in the 
mines of a colliery of South Wales by 
•which four mea aud a boy became im- 
prisoned four days without food. At the 
expiration of this period they were found 
alive, and although very feeble they 
were able to walk when released. They 
had a supply of water, and the atmos- 
phere in which they were confined was 
moist. By another colliery accident in 
Wales a number of men were confined in 
a mine for sis days without food, and 
although their sufferings were extreme 
they nearly all were able to walk out on 
being rescued. 


"The'lack of food may be endured with 


far less tortare if water is applied in 
abundance to the system. 
When water 


is withheld, the body loses weight much 
more rapidly, the tissues become dry, the 
thirst excessive, the secretions are sup- 
pressed, and the suffering is intensified." 


Eeplying to questions about the child 


mentioned at the beginning of this arti- 
cle, Dr. Thompson remarked that he had 
not s«en the story and was not prepared 
to express an opinion as to its accuracy. 
Nevertheless, there was reason to doubt 
•whether the child bad such a good sense 
of time as to realize what it was sayiug 
if it actually pretended to have been 
without food for several days. 
It is as- 


tonishing, however, to notice how long a 
person s-ill survive who is already much 
emaciated and whoso supply o£ nutrition 
is limited. Dr. Thompson cited the case 
of a boy thfit he had seen in the Presby- 
terian hospital in New York. A photo- 
graph of the patient showed scarcely any- 
thing but skin and boaes. The child was 
the victim of some malady which made it 
difficult to receive and retain food. 
The 


food was given in liquid form and by 
means of a medicine dropper, yet life was 
sustained three weeks after the point of 
death bad apparently been reached. 


Generally speaking, however, the au- 


thor of "Practical Dietetics" believed 
that most men could go only a week 
vyithout any food whatever and the ma- 
jority of children not over three or four 
days. Even then they must have plenty 
of water. 


Cases like that of Tanner and Succi 


are exceptions that prove the rule. They 
had the benefit of warmth, quiet aud lack 
of anxiety. Whatever advantage might 
have been derived from special prepara- 
tion for the ordeal was theirs, and they 
used water abundantly. 
Moreover, they 


doubtless possessed remarkable powers 
of endurance, but it is absurd to imagine 
that other persons can do with impunity 
what those famous fasters did. 


It is, a generally accepted fact, how- 


ever, that the majority of people in com- 
fortable circumstances eat more food ev- 
ery dcy thnn they require, if not more 
than is really good for *heir health. 
Hence some form of abstemiousness ben- 
efits nenrly every one who resorts to it. 
In various parts of this country for the 
last ten years a number of men and wo- 
men have been goiug without their break- 
fasts and indulging in only two mode-r- 
ule meals a day. This practice—it can 
hardly be called a "tnd"—has probably 
been abandoned in many cases, yet it has 
probably wrought more pood tiinn barm. 
The experience of Luigi Cornaro, thf 
Venetian who lived to the ar-e of 103 
Hid was a-vegptariu'i for the Inst'halt' of 
his life, is occasionally cit«J ta illustrate 
ti-o vnlno of T r»«trirtr>d dipt. Although 
Cornnro had lived a fast lite during the 
tm-lior part of his career, he reformed. 
• nd for the remaining 48 years of his lite 
confined himself to lli ounces of vegeta- 
ble food nnd 14 onnces of wine a day. 
Any one who attempted to follow his ex- 
ample with absolute precision, however, 
might perish of starvation inside of a 
year.—New York Tribune.

A TIDAL BORE. 


'A Grand Spectacle to Be Seen In ffc« 


P«tltco<Iiac ttlvei?. 


The bay of Fundy Is known to tho 


world ckiefly on account of its tidfn, 
which rise to an immense height, 70 foot 
having been recorded. 
As these tide:- 


reach the head oil the bay and are forc- 
ed up the felitcudiac river the condi- 
tions arc such as to 1'urtu the front intu 
an almost perpendicular wall of vratei 
termed a "bore." This formation is a 
grand and exciting spectacle, and inter- 
est in the 
phenomenon is tncvpas'mjr. 


Large numbers of American tourists, sci- 
entific men and others visit the locality 
to admire its effects and study its causes. 


About 10 miles from the mouth of the 


Petitcodinc, at n point commonly known 
as the "bend," the river takes a turn Hi- 
most at right angles to its previous 
course. 
Immediately above the bend and 


on the line ol the Intercolonial railway is 
situated the town of Moncton- 
The run 


of the rising tide firbt breaks into a bore 
at Stony creek, eijjht miles below Monc- 
ton. At first it is scarcely noticeable, but 
it gradually grows until at the bend it 
about reaches its maximum height. The 
wharfs of Moncton are thus the most 
popular positions from which to view 
this interesting phenomenon. The average 
interval from the arrival of ono bore to the 
arrival of the next is about 12 hours and 
25 minutes, so that the average retarda- 
tion from day to day is about 50 minutes. 
But "his boreship" is erratic, and the 
daily retardation may be anywhere from 
40 minutes to nn hour. 


The best time to see the bore is during 


the full moons of August, September and 
October, and if the visitor would see this 
natural wonder in its most beautiful as- 
pect let him choose a bright moonlight 
night rather than the daytime. 
Under 


such favorable circumstances a crowd of 
400 or 500 people one day last fall wit- 
nessed the arrival of the bore. 
The 


schedule tiire for its arrival given by the 
local newspapers was 0:20 o'clock. At 
0:20 the expectant crowd nt Moncton's 
wharfs heard a noise easily distinguished 
as the rush of distant waters. This grew 
louder and louder as the bore approached 
and rounded the bend, and at 0:22, two 
minutes later than the schedule time, 
there appeared in full view of the spec- 
tators an almost perpendicular wall of 
water five or six feet in height, rushing 
madly against the swift current of the 
stream. In some places along the head 
of the bore the water, beaten into foam 
by its own violence, sparkled in the 
moonlight, -while along the shore the 
mud plowed from the bank made the 
water almost black. 
The contrast was 


beautiful.—Self Culture.

A man- 
ufactnier goes to h:r, shop Monday morn- 
ins to find that only a few of Uis'hands 
have reported for duty, and even they 
are in a seedy condition. 
In some estab- 


lishments in places where labor is plenty 
the hands who are absent on Monday Rft 
no work during the week, but this vnle 
cannot be applied in most of the cities, 
because labor is so scarce that employers 
are at the mercy of their help and are 
compelled to tolerate their delinquencies. 


The mistress of a household allows her 


servants a Sunday off in turn, bnt sel- 
dom expects them to report for duty on 
Monday and is never surprised to receive 
a message from the police station. Car- 
penters, masons and other mechanics sel- 
dom work more than five days in a week 
for the reasons I have given, and thers 
is a proverb that the shoeshops are never 
open on Monday. 


The same customs attend the celebra- 


tion of legal holidays, and it requires 
five days for the people of Chile to ex- 
press the patriotic emotions inspired by 
the "Diez y Ocho de Seticmbre"—the 
18th of September, or the "daisy ocho," 
os it is familiarly called—the anniversary 
of 
Chilean independence. 
Everybody 


prepares for it. 
Houses are freshly 


painted, flagpoles are raised over every 
roof, bonfires burn on the surrounding 
mountains, fiestas ar« held in every park 
and plaza, special masses are sung in the 
churches, all the banks, business houses 
and manufacturing establishments are 
closed, schools tire dismisssed, and every- 
body, young and old, great and small, en- 
gages in the festivities with a zeal and 
enthusiasm that are seldom seen else- 
where.—Chileau Letter in Chicago llec- 
otd.

The usual tuit is capolin. \Vhf-n fish are 
at all plentiful it takes these two men 
but a very sht rt time to fill a boat with 
cod.

dogs t« naaist in catching fish. The rapid- 
ity with which the fishermen haul up 
their long lines when tkey feel a fish robi 
the latter almott entirely of life by the 
time it renrhes the surface of the aea. It 
cornea to tbe top as completely exhausted! 
at a sulmca that has been played by an 
angler until he caa "trail" it with hii 
hand and 10 avoid the necessity of gaff- 
ing it. It is one thine, however, to bring 
a heavy cod to tke surface of the water 
and another to get >im into the boat.

How the 19th Century Has 


Prepared the Way 


for the 20th 


ADDRESS BY REV, W, L TENNEY

The Relation of Invention to Industry. 


What This Century Has Done lor 


the Workingman and What 


the Next Must Do 


The closing Sunday evenings of the 


19th 
century will be observed at the 


Congregational church by the series of 
addresses by the pastor, already an- 
nounced, on "The significance of nine- 
teenth century outlooks." The first 
of these addresses w as given last eve- 
ning, the subject being, 
-Man and the 


machine, the relation of invention to 
industry." A large audience was pres- 


ent, and the address was one of timely 
interest. 


Rev. Mr. Tenney intruduced the se- 


ries and the address of thp evening by 
reviewing- briefly the leading character- 
istics of fhe various centuries, each 
one having some particular movement 
which made it stand out as a distinct 
period. The 19th century of v hich we 
are now seeing the close has h.id for its 
distinguishing charactenacic the inven- 
tions it has produced. Th* 20th cen- 
tury, it has been said, will be distin- 
guished for its development of moral 
power. It is therefore worth our while 
to see how the produciwis of the 10th 
century have worked towards this de- 
velopment in the next. This is a fit 
subject for the pulpit, tor if we do 
not find God in the lycfi century we 
must doubt whether he ccer manifest- 
ed himself in any century. 


It is not for ny one age to apprehend 


the full force of the eternal. Each aee 
must carry on the purposes of the di- 
vine mind as revealed in the last. 
Though we know only in part, the part 
we do know is growing. 


The changes wrought by the inven- 


tions of the past years have made the 
end of the 19th century iriore different 
.from its beginning than the beginning 
was from the first century. 


Take the one item of transportation. 


At the beginning of this century we 
•u ere not better than, in fact not so 
good as, the Romans with their won- 
derful roads and their system of trans- 
mitting intelligence. It took three days 
to carry the news of the battle of "Wa- 
terloo to London. Today our newsiia.- 
pers give us in detail the news of the 
uttermost na,rt of the ccw-th of the day 
before or the same day. S»ace has 
been annihilated. 


There were inventions in- the 18th 


century, it is true, but because of the 
poor means of communication,, thev 
did not enter into the life of the world 
as an invention does today. 


Take the one example of woolen 


manufacture, of which we know some- 
thing- in this city. At the beginning of 
this century, the manufacturer had to 
travel on horseback to the country re- 
gions to secure his wool. Then it was 
carded and combed, and taken again 
on horseback into the country to be 
spun. From the spinners it returned 
to the manufacturer to be sent to the 
weavers, after which it was ready for 
the manufacturer in the finished cloth. 
Conti-ast these methods in our city's 
busy factories. 


At the beginning of the century most 


of the work of life was eaviied on in 
the homes. Now most of it is done in 
the factories. 


Invention has given work a m-o- 


r.uctiveness that seems marvellour. 
It 'vas estimated in 1S8S that it would 
require a population of 227,500,000 peo- 
ple in ;v,is country to do ,the work of 
manufacture and transportation that 
was being C no, by the methods of a 
century ago. 
.*• nd this great popula- 


tion would hav" only the 
resources 


open to the 
CO,CO' 010 people of 
the 


country on which to live. 


It has been said thai the effective 


force of the American people is three- 
times what it was in 1860, as a result 
of the introduction of machinery. This 
country's free use of modern inven- 
tions enables .one farm hand here to 
&-> the work that is done by three in 
England,' four in France, five in Ger- 
many and six in Austria. 
Weavers 


here can do mi equal percentage more 
than the weavers of other countries. 
And wages here are 40 per cent higher 
than they are in other countries. TCd- 
ward Atkinson has said that at tho 
first of this century the familv could 
produce only a little move than it need- 
ed for its own consum^ti>n. Now each 
worker supplies several hundred peo- 
ple with what he makes. 


It is hard to appreciate thf changes 


that have come to us .nrousrh inven- 
tions, but "CS must especially observe 
some of the characteristics of 
this 


transformation. 
In 
the first place J 


there has been durins this cenfurv 
greater uncertainty iu the conditions 
of the workingman than ever before. 
At the beginning of the century a man 
had little thought of changing his sta- 
tion in lif% but he was reasonably sure 
of finding a place for himself in that 
station. The development of machin- 
ery has caused labor to be in a state 
of chaos. 


Therp are mope men employed now 


than then, but it is also true that tho 
ranks of the entirely unemployed have 
increased. The standard of living has 
also greatly improved as a result of 
inventions. 
Good reading has 
been 


brought within the reach of all, and 
there is a more general education. Ma- 
ClUIieiy 
il€ia rtoUl!^! it1. (v"-"'- hmiro 


bfttter «agcs and better sanitary con- 
ditions. 


F,ut as a result of these facts there 


has never before been so much dis- 
content. Men were never so nearly 
eciual a? now. As each invention has 
been • .t in the hands of the masses 
it has raised the standard of thrruirht. 
Men live better now than they did 100 
years ago, but they are educated to 
realize more than they did then the 
difference between their own condi- 
tions and those of others. 


What, then, In view of all these 


things, is the slgniflMmce Of the devel- 
opments thus traced In thoir bearinc 
on the future century? If this century 
of invention is to be followed by one 
of. moral power, then the mars who 
works the machine must be placed 
above It. Individuality has developed 
Fifty years ago the rapid introduction 
of machinery gradually reduced tho 
rr.mlltion of the working people till they 
woru wuise than alavca. Vlumanity de- 


a readjustment, and this muet 


bo carried on and forward. 


As a result of the greater productiv- 


ity of the century tha advantage of 
comb'liatlon have- been realizoU. Some 
of these combinations have been in the 
form of trusta, In which few reared 
all the benefit of the combination. In 
a century of moral power this advan- 
tage which has gone to th" few must 
be granted to tho many. We need not 
say that private enterprise and private 
ownership will ever cease. But a lim- 
ited state socialism will come in. 


Were It not for the spirit of human- 


ity, 
which Is the spirit of Jesus, that 


has grown stronger, this hope in the 
future would be turned to despair. But 
recognizing the trend of development, 
the society whPre the individual re- 
ceives the fullest 
recofrnition. 
and 


where every new discovery will be a 
divine gift to all, and recognized as 
such, is no Utopian dream. It will in- 
volve no more radical changes than 
this century has seen. 


It is a wonderful thing to live now, 


and to remember that man is ever 
growing upward thiouah all his forrnf 
of development. He is an inventor b(- 
cailFC- he is the child of G«d, and ?o no 
bounds can limit him. Gcd's eternity 
is his.
